George E. Leighton and John 
Leighton have begun large lum¬ 
bering operations in Albany, near 
Bethel, upon the York lot, so- 
called, purchased a year ago. This 
winter they intend to clear it. 
They have erected large camps and 
have forty men andThirty horses 
at work. They expect to cut 2,500 
cords of spruce for pulp, which will 
be landed on Pleasant river and 
will be taken down the Androscog¬ 
gin, This spruce is sold to the In¬ 
ternational Paper Company. They 
also expect to cut 300,000 feet of 
hemlock and about 150,000 feet of 
hardwood. Th» hard wood will 
probably be sold to the Bethel 
Chair Company, or sent down the 
Grand Trunk. There will also be 
250 cords of hemlock bark. The 
Leightons have just completed a 
large contract for the Saco River 
Lumher Company at Carragan, 
H. 


The Hastings of Bethel are now 
actively carrying on their lumber¬ 
ing operations in Albany. They 
have let a large contract to Charles 
G. Beckler of Albany, who will 
clear the Holton lot in Albany,dur¬ 
ing the next two years. This lot 
Is timbered with spruce, fir, and 
birch. This season they will take 
off the spruce and fir. David Smith 
is at work for the Hastings with a 
large crew on the Abbott lot, also 
in Albany, and expects to get out 
1,500 cords of spruce and 500,000 
feet of hemlock, besides 500 cords 
of bark. Much of this hemlock Is 
sold to I. A. Morrill for manufac¬ 
ture at his mill in Bethel. 


Charles E;Ryerson of Bethel has 
contracted to cut® a large lot of 
spruce from lands of the Berlin 
Mills Company on Cambridge 
river in Upton and deliver the 
same Into Lake Umbagog. This 
timber is taken across the lake in 
large rafts in the spring as soon as 
the breaking up of the Ice will per¬ 
mit.

The firm owns a large 
amount of timber in Success and 
in Cambridge, N. H. They have 
built a private railroad from Ber¬ 
lin into Success, with' its Success 
terminus only about four miles 
from Grafton. All the lumber is 
transported over this road. In 
8uccess.are a number of families 
aud a school is supported by indi¬ 
vidual contributions. This town¬ 
ship was an unbroken forest when 
the firm first began operations 
there a few years ago, but now 
large tracts are cleared. For the 


past two winters, the firm has car- 


which were recently purchased by 
the Berlin Mills Company of the 
Androscoggin Water Power Com¬ 
pany. Mr. Carter is in the regular 
employ of the Berlin Mills Com¬ 
pany, and, during the past season, 
was at work upon that company’s 
land in the Dead river country, 
blocking the same into townships 
and running lines. This land ad¬ 
joins the Canada line, and on this 
line, Mr. Carter and his crew 
bushed a roadway for a long dis¬ 
tance, for the purpose of facilitat¬ 
ing the finding of the lines.

1 ' CONCERNING GAME. 

How to Cook Birds So as to Bring 
Oat the Flavor. 

Whatever gallinaceous bird is to be 
served the same process of cooking will 
apply to; it. Quails are often broiled 
and served in a braiser,* but they are 
more often roasted. Grouse of any kind, 
partridge, prairie hen or ptarmigan are 
more often roasted than cooked in any 
other way, and are served with bread 
sauce, which is preferred because it 
seems to bring out the characteristic 
flavor of the birds and has no marked 
flavor of its own. Whenever a cook at¬ 
tempts any other sauce with these roast 
birds it is usually a disappointment, 
because no better sauce can be devised. 

See that the birds are well picked, 
freed from stray shot and drawn care¬ 
fully, remembering it is as disastrous a 
thing to break the gall bladder of a 
wild as of a domestic fowl intended for 
food. Lard the breast and legs, or tie 
thin layers of larding pork over the 
breast and legs with pack thread or 
common twine if more convenient. Sea¬ 
son the bird carefully inside and out 
with salt and pepper. If the bird is 
larded, not wrapped in pork, rub it in 
addition with butter. 

In any case dredge on floor and lay 
it in a dripping pan on its back. It is 
hardly necesary to say that no game is 
ever stuffed, though this question is re¬ 
peatedly asked by people who have 
never handled game. Sometimes half 
an onion is laid inside each of the 
larger birds or a slice in the smaller 
ones to impart an indistinct flavor, bnt 
this: addition is exceptional. Lovers of 
game prefer no other flavor bnt that of 
the fine birds properly seasoned. 

Roast dark birds, like prairie chick¬ 
ens, from 25 to 30 minutes; partridges 
from 85 to 40. The birds should be the. 
richest golden brown. They should be 
laid on a hot platter in the center of a 
bed of bread sauce and sprinkled over 
with bread crumbs fried in butter. 

To prepare the bread sauce for a pair 
of partridges or any other bird of the 
larger size allow a third of a cup ' of 
dried and sifted bread crumbs. Put 
them in a double boiler, with two cnps 
of milk and a third of an onion sliced. 
Let the sauce cook 16 minutes. Add 
salt and, pepper. Rnb through a puree 
sieve and add two liberal tablespoonfnls 
of butter. Stir well. Pour a little ont 
on a hot platter and lay the birds roast¬ 
ed on it. Pnt the rest of the sauce in a 
boat. Scatter about two-thirds of a cnp 
of coarse bread crumbs fried brown in 
bntter over the birds and sance and add 
a garnish of green parsley or water oress, 
though the latter seems more appropri¬ 
ate to ducks, snipe and water birds, not 
upland birds of the field and wood 
coveys. 

These rich, brown, roasted birds, 
with the accompaniment of a fragrant 
dish of wild mushrooms, are especially 
delightful after an inspiring walk 
through the antnmn woods. 

How to Preserve Pickles. 

Put a quarter of a pound of salt, two 
tablespoons of cayenne pepper, one 
onnce ginger, one ounce white pepper, 
two ounces of shallots, into two quarts 
of best cider vinegar. Boil it a short 
time, cool, and then pour over any 
freshly gathered vegetables or fruits 
which yon desire to pickle. Cover close¬ 
ly. Set in a cool, dark place. 


How to Make Hoecake. 

Into one and one-third cnpfnls of 
cornmeal mix one level teaspoonful of 
salt and one rather heaping teaspoonful 
of baking powder (or one-half teaspoon¬ 
ful of soda and one teaspoonful of cream 
of tartar): Beat the yolks of two eggs 
until light, add one cupful of sweet 
milk and pour the mixtme over the 
meal, beating well together, adding last 
the beaten whites of the eggs. Into a 
spider pnt a dessertspoonful of bacon 
drippings (or lard), and when it is hot 
drop in the batter, making cakes abont 
two inches across and three long. When 
a rich brown, turn and bake on the 
other side.—Woman's Homo Compan¬ 
ion. 

How to Make Aquarium Cement. 

One part, by measure, of litharge, 
one of plaster of paris, one of fine sand, 
one-third of fine powdered rosin; mix 
all together. These may be kept for 
years, while dry, in a well corked bot¬ 
tle. When used, make into a putty with 
boiled linseed oil. A little patent drier 
may be used. It will stand water at 
once, either salt or fresh. 

How to Devil Beef. 

Cook a nice beef shank of five pounds 
slowly until tender in salted water. 
Lift into a large bowl and remove all 
bones and gristle. Save the liquor for 
soups, etc. When the meat is cold, ohop 
rather fine; season with salt and pepper. 
To every pint of meat add a tablespoon- 
■ful chopped parsley, a tablespoonful soft 
bntter and an egg. Press into a long 
mold or oval deep dish, and an hour be¬ 
fore dinner turn on a pie dish. Glace 
the surface with beaten white of egg, 
pour a tomato sance around and bake, 
frequently basting with the sauce. 

How to Make a Good Cement. 

To make a cement that is useful for 
almost any purpose about a bouse, use 
alum, plaster of paris and water. It 
should be a little thicker than cream, 
and used as soon as made up, as it hard¬ 
ens rapidly. 

How to Prepare Coddled Apples. 

A quart water, three cnps A coffee 
sugar. Place on the fire and make a 
sirup. Pare and halve Spitzenberg or 
other tart apples. Pnt in the sirup and 
cook until clear, turning carefully with 
a large spoon. When cooked clear, re¬ 
move apples carefully, and if sirup is 
not heavy enough cook down. A stick 
of cinnamon adds a spicy flavor. If 
cooked too fast, add a little water to

Cockatoos. 

The cockatoos constitute a branch of 
the great parrot family, and, with the 
exception of the species which inhabits 
the Philippine islands, are peouliar to 
the Australasian region. .; 

Leadbeater’s cockatoo is one of the 
most beautiful of the group, his white 
plumage being tinged with rose Color—- 
W. T. Greene, the great authority on; 
cage parrots, describes it aptly as “rasp¬ 
berry and cream” color—but as bis 
mental endowments are'by no mean's; 
equal to his personal attractions he is 
less popular as a pet than species with 
more intelligence than good looki One 
point in his favor must be mentioned— 
he is a less determined screamer than 
the majority of cockatoos. This, how¬ 
ever, ia not saying muoh. In his native 
woods of South Australia Leadbeater’s 
cockatoo is very shy and difficult to ap¬ 
proach. The birds, sent to Europe, no 
doubt taken as nestlings in the ma jori-. 
ty .of instances, remain usually wild 
and suspicions,-;though they hear con-' 
finement well-anfi. do not suffer from 
the cold. : y •. - 

„ At home in. Australia the-cockatoo is 
not beloved of the farmer, and It can 
he" well imagined that a flock of these 
big birds, amounting often to thousands, 
commit fearfnl havoc upon the crops. 
Hence it is shot down as remorselessly 
as the sparrow in England when it 
grows too numerous to be acceptable to 
the agriculturist. Like the rest of the 
genus, this cockatoo .usually makes its 
nest in a hollow tree, where the hen 
lays two pure white eggs.—St. Louis 
Republic.

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STORAGE OF CELERY. 

Timely Points From Professor Mun¬ 
son In Maine Station Report. 

If on well drained soil, celery plants 
may be left in the rows till the last of 
November by having some litter at 
hand to apply in ease of hard freezing. 
It should be remembered, however, that 
if the plants are well banked a little 
freezing of the tips of the leaves will do 
no harm, and the mistake is often made 
of applying winter protection too early 
and thus injuring the crop by keeping 
it too warm. 

For wintor storage the method in 
vogue in some celery growing districts 
ia to make on well drained soil beds of 
four to six double rows of plants with a 
wall of dirt between. Bank up on the 
outside till the tips of the leaves jnst 
show above the surface of the bed. 
Leave the bed in this condition till hard 
freezing begins, then throw two or three 
inches of soil over the surface. Let this 
soil freeze hard before applying litter, 
and never apply heavy covering at the 
first approach of cold weather. The soil 
in the bed is still warm, and if a heavy 
coat of manure is put on the top the 
frost is soon taken ont of the surface 
soil and the temperature will be high 
enough to induce decay. The secret of 
success in the winter storage of celery 
is to keep cool. As the severe weather 
of winter approaches the covering of 
litter may be increased unless there is a 
fall of snow. 

To open the beds, take the litter off 
from one end, break the crust of soil 
with a pickax and remove any desired 
amount of the celery. Then carefully 
replace the covering. This plan has the 
merit of cheapness and for holding 
plants through the winter is preferable 
to storage in a pit or cellar. 

If the crop is to be disposed of aB 
.early as January, it may be stored in a 
cool cellar or pit. In this case the plants 
are set very closely together on loose 
moist loam. To avoid heating, conse¬ 
quent on packing large quantities of the 
plants together, compartments about 
two feet wide by eight or ten feet long 
are made by setting up boards which 
shall come to the tops of the plants 
when in place. If the plants are closely 
packed, so as to exclude the air, it is 
unnecessary to use earth between them. 
When plants are stored in this way, it 
is important that the temperature of the 
pit or cellar be kept as near the freezing 
point as possible. ' If, however, it is de¬ 
sired to hasten the process of blanching, 
the temperature.may be raised. The soil 
in which the plants are placed should 
be moist to prevent wilting," bnt the 
foliage should always be kept dry or 
there will be trouble from rotting. 

Fall Treatment of Cane Fruit. 

Various opinions exist among fruit 
growers in regard to fall pruning of 
berry bushes. For instance, one grower 
near here does not cut back the new 
wood at all, while another outs hack at 
least one-tbird and claims to have proved 
by experiment that the trimmed canes 
come out better in the spring, says F. 
Granefield of Wisconsin in The Orange 
Judd Farmer. It is our praotice here to 
trim out ail of the old wood in’the fall 
and bend down and cover with earth 
all of the new growth, no matter how 
much there may be of’ it. Even with 
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this treatment many varieties will die 
back to quite an extent and the 
sary pruning may be better done in the 
spring. It is quite a task sometimes to 
cover large plants of .Gregg or Colum¬ 
bian, but we want to save every possi¬ 
ble inch of fruiting wood. 

Grapevines should be pruned late in 
the fall and covered the' same as berry 
bashes. It has been very well demon¬ 
strated in this state that winter protec¬ 
tion of berry bushes and grapevines is 
necessary in order to insure a crop. 
Some growers practice covering the tips 
only, depending upon snow for protec¬ 
tion, bnt a better plan is to cover the 
entire plant with two or three inches of 
earth. 

Milk For Calves. 

From experiments at the Utah station 
it is concluded that: 

Calves may be raised very profitably 
on skimmilk when it is properly fed. 

From the standpoint of gain in live 
weight and quality'of meat whole milk 
is the best food for calves, .but it makes 
too expensive a ration to be profitably 
fed. Butter fat has been worth 16 cents 
per pound. The gain in live weight of 
these calves at 4 cents per pound re¬ 
turns bnt 10.7 cents per pound for the 
butter fat fed and at 3 cents per pound 
for the gain but 8 cents per pound. 

The calves whose rations were com 
posed largely of skimmilk, while they 
gained one-half pound less per day yet 
required practically the same amount 
of dry matter to each pound of gain as 
did those fed on whole milk. They 
made jnst as good use of- the food. 

The calves fed whole milk alone gave 
a greater proportion of dressed meat to 
live weight than did those fed on skim¬ 
milk, and also gave more fat on the 
carcass. 

Weeds In tlie. Potato Field. 

Some men say that one should man¬ 
age to have a clean potato field at dig¬ 
ging time, and I confess that I have 
thought that the presence of many 
weeds or grass indicated carelessness on 
the part of the farmer, but I know now 
that a season may be such that a field 
cannot be kept clean. Early potatoes 
that were left absolutely clean when 
the vines covered the ground this year 
became grass and weed fields during the 
aonstant wet weather of August, when 
the vines had given way. Crab grass 
was the worst pest, and the mower had 
to he used ahead of the digger. It was 
a condition of affairs that could not 
have been prevented, remarks Alva 
Agee in The National Stockman and 
Farmer. ' ________ 

The Widow’s Opinion* 

In one of the suburban towns near the 
capital lives a widow well endowed 
with worldly goods, whose husband, 
with a sort of posthumous jealousy, has 
guarded against her re-marriage by 
providing that she shall lose all her 
property if ever she takes another hus¬ 
band. She has been receiving attentions 
for several years from an elderly Grand 
Army of the Republic veteran. She has 
been very good to him too. Once when 
he wanted to parade with his comrades 
she bought him an expensive blue suit 
with brass buttons on it. He wanted to 
marry her, bnt the will of the selfish 
dead man stood between. So after a 
time he ■ married somebody else. The 
widow was broken hearted. She recalled 
the suit with- the brass buttons. She 
recalled a hundred kindnesses shown 
tho old soldier. She bewailed his perfi¬ 
dy to her friends. 

“Why,” said one of them, “what did 
you expect? He wanted a wife to make 
a home for him. You couldn’t marry 
him. So why do you complain?” 

The widow wiped her eyes. 

“I know I couldn’t marry him, ” she 
said. “I didn’t really want to marry 
him anyway, hut, you see, it was such 
a heap of comfort to have a steady 
beau. ’ ’—Washington Post. 

Peculiarities of the Potato. 

Tho opinion has prevailed among 
housekeepers that it is the good potato 
which breaks open when it is boiled. 
A scientist who has made potatoes ‘ a 
study insists that the good potato is the 
one that remains quietly in its coating 
of brown during all of the processes of 
cooking. Instead of the swelling and 
bursting of the skin being caused by 
the presence of Etaroh it has been as¬ 
certained that albumen is the substance 
that causes this breaking open. An or¬ 
dinary potato is made. up of three- 
fourths of its weight in water, two- 
tenths in starch and one-fiftieth of ni¬ 
trogenous matter. If it cracks and falls 
to pieces during the process of boiling, 
it is deficient in albumen, and therefore 
lacking in the most important constit¬ 
uent.—New York Ledger. 

How to Seal betters Safely. 

A letter fastened with the white of 
an egg cannot be opened by the steam 
of boiling water like ordinary gum. 
The heat of the steam only adds to its 
firmness.

After searing both sides 
of the meat keep the pot covered, only 
removing the cover to turn the meat.
